The report on the trade at Roochov, by.

DIKFERENCE BETWEEN A PORT 
* AND AH‘ RBOUR, 

(From Shipping and Mercantile Gazette.) 

Shipniasters, in signing Charter-parties, 
should be eure of the distinotion between 
a Port and a Harbour. ‘The two ara pear. 
ly always confounded as. ong and the same 
thing, though they are very dissimilar: In 
Charteis signed abroad the term. Port is in- 
variably used, except in instances where a 
Captain is suficiently informed and alive to 
tho intorests of his employer to understand 
the differsuce.’ Weihave, from. time to 
me, received letters from Correspondents 
asking our opinion whether certain Har- 
bours are good and safe, within’ the mean- 
ing ofa contract, they assuining that the 
word Port .was- equivalent. to the former, 
The Charters, however, ‘have beon found to 
contniu the-term Port only, and, the: efore, 
they have been compelled, “according to 
usage, to discharge outside at an anchorae 
wilhin the -boundaries. | “A shipmaster,” 
lately asked -our opinion aa to Boston be- 
ing 4 aafe-Poit for a ship drawiug eighteen 
and a half fcet of water.

breaking bulk, a Master, woless it suits 
‘him to do so, need not lighten his vessel, 
But he should remember that Harbour and 
Port, ag regards a defined Clarter, are hot 
synonymous, It ‘is a rule of .common ‘law 
.that'a ‘ship must wait the rising .of the 
spring . tides to enter a harbotir if there’is 
water enough to admit her then. © It has 
bapponed that a Master “has either stood 
off x Port or anchored in the roadstexd, 
waiting for wator, and, when the full spritigs

longa Mastor would: be justified in wasting

Hughes, and’ forced thom by fear to 
obey him, He then told them that he was 
about to ‘scnttle and abandon-her, but they 
persuaded him -to wait until the vessel tas 
rneardaud, On the 2ist Rudger uncovered 
the hatch to ese-what-was going on inside, 
and while éo dving Captain Hotze attempt- 
ed to shoot him with aguny, bat this missed 
fire. - Rudger then hastily closed the hatch 
and. called on the meu on deck to -put a 
large stone on top. While he was waiting 
for this the captain fired at guess, but the 
ball ouly scored Rudger’s lez, - This, how- 
ever, bad the effect of alarming him, and 
he ordered the boat’ to be got ready while 
he himself made preparations for firing the 
vessel ; but his companions again dissuaded 
him from leaving her go far from land. At 
night Chester wout to bed, Hughes was at 
the wheel, and Rudger, whe had not slept 
for-three days, lay down near it armed and 
with his hatchet closs to him, telling Hughes 
to waken him when land wag in sight. : In:

Last DAYS.OF. MAXIMILIAN, * 
(Pall Mall Gazette.) 

There are fow episodes in miodern history 
40 full of ‘romantic ititerest, or so fraught 
with doubtful consequences, as the attempt 
to éatablish ay. Austrian empire in the 
Republic of Medico: “The empire fell, af- 
ter a brief and kgitated- existence, amid 
bloodshed :and ruin; and. the unhappy 
Prince who -wus ‘placed at the head of it, 
the puppet of a greater Power, expiated 
whatever faults he! may have ‘committed 
with his life. But-all was-not over on the 
morving when Maximilian marched out of 
bis prisun at Querétaro for the last time, 
and died with the words “Poor Carlotta” 
on his lips. The” putentate who persuaded 
a prince of the Austrian house to accept a 
throne guaranteed by his arinies, and then 
-deserted him at tha bidding of the United 
States, cannot, escape from some share of 
vesponsibility for the tragedy. -The French 
people can scarcely hear the name of Maxi- 
milisn without shame and remorse. They. 
long ago perceived that their. Government 
had justly incurred a heavy Teproach for 
having origivated a political blander which 
ended inwcrime, | : 

The history of French intervention, and 
of Maximilian’s anfortuuate. but gallant 


Marshal Bazaino. and his forces had left 
him, is still to be written. ‘Tho materials 
for it are scattered in many places; in the 
work now before us it is remotely intimat- 
ed that letters bearing on important events 
aré"in the. bands of the Pope, aud that 
others are believed ‘to be held yy the Queen 
of England. Documents of - great value 
algo.lio.in the archives of Foreign: Offices, 
and. especially in tho, Department of State 
at Washington.“ Count de Kératry Tepub.. 
lished few months ‘ago, under the title, 
“LElévation et la Obute de L'Empereur 
Maxishilien,” some information. which will 
greatly assist the task of the future histori- 
an, » Several fragmentary personal sketches 
havo also aeen the light, and. to these muat 
be added the intéresting work of Prince 
Salm-Salm. But: the ‘full. and complete 
atory has yot to be compiled. It was'the 
Emperor'a own wish that the work should 
be performed by Don F. Ramirez and 
Prince Salm-Salm, and: the latter ‘now in- 
forms ns,.that he is ready to proceed with 
his task. But difficulties have fallen in bia 
way ; Maximilian’s papera are not forth. 
coming; and his Imperial brother does not 
seem to be in baste for the publication, 
With this diary of minor incidents we must 
be content for the present, 

Princo‘Salm-Salm, as many.of our,read- 
ers may be-aware, served in the Northern 
army of the United States through nearly 
tho whole of the civil war, and at one period 
of it he waa civil and: military. governor of. 
North Georgia. He might have received ‘a 
permanent appointmentin the Federalarmy, 
but peace.came, and, as the Prince frankly 
tells us,. war was his element, ‘and so he 
went and offered his sword: to Maximilian, 
At. this time the Emperor appears to have 
seou that hia chances were becoming’ des- 
porate, and, moreover, tho Empress Carlot- 
ta began to show ‘sigua of breaking down 
under her load of anxiety and care. Maxi- 
milian was disposed to withdraw, but Father 
Fischer, ‘Cabinet Secretary” to.the Em- 
peror, urged him to consider the fatal con- 
sequences of his abdication“to his friends 
who were left bebind. ‘Father Fischer,” 
remarks PrinceSalm-Salm, “perhaps meant 
well to tho Emperor, but the intorests.of the 
Romau Uburelrranked first in. his ‘estima- 
tion.” _Maximilan’s chivatrous nature could 
not withstand the representations made to 
him, and he decided to remain in-Mexico, 
.Probably ho was in some degree influenced 
by thé utibounded promises of support niade 
to-him by some who really desired to és= 
tablish'the now empire ona permanent basis, 
but whose influence was far weaker than he 
imagined: : F 

A fortnight after the departure of the 
French—that ia to say; on the 10th of Fe- 
bruary, 1867--the. emperor marched ‘to 
Querétaro with a force of 1,600 Mexicaus, 
many of whom were worthless as soldiers, 
This ‘xoprésouted his ontire strength, Lo- 
pez, who'afterwards betrayed him, was on 
hie staff ; and it haa been generally under- 
stood that the Kinporor placed. much con- 
fidence in-him. . Why Querétaro: was’ cho- 
.8en as a stronghold no onehas ever explain- 
ed. “The city lies in a valley, and every 
part of it cam be commanded from the. sii 
rounding heights. The author calls it the 
worst place in the world to defend.” There 
Maximilian resolved to make his:last stand. 
The troops and money. which: he expected 
from his Ministers in Mexico never came, 
but Miramon aud- Mojia, who were after. 


When. the-Republican forces arrived, some
